Hitch went to Cincinnati ami 
purchased a hill of goods from 
Lowry A: Goebel, representing, 
so the Aji^ents of Lowry 
Goebel testified, that he had in- 
herited considerable money, 
had his stock of goods pur- 
chased froiii Hainline jiaid for 
ami iiad !^1,0U0 to run his busi* 
ness on. 

!^li(trtly aftcrw.-uds lu' failt'( 
and .1. 1). Dye was appointed 

as AsjirUCC. 

i.,o\vry A- (iiu'lu'l filed suit 
to recover tlicir jtroperty sold 
to Hitch, claiming that Hitt 
was insolvent at the time of the 
purchase of the goods and huil 
niisrepreseuteii his Anaucial 
condition. The creditors of 
Hitch took such action as to 
make Hitch an involuntary 
liankrnpt under the Federal 
laws and a demurrer was filed 
to Lowry <& Goebers petition. 

The Maaon Ciroalt Court 
sustained the demurrer and it 
was from this ruling that Lowry 
h Goebel appealed and secured 
a reveriil 

The Oowt of Appetlt holds
